Reported Shipwrt^riks. 
Yesterday mnrniii}r, Mr. iMieliael iMnir 
received n letter from his brother, residing 
at Sooke, lo tho eifecl that another vessel, 
name unknown, had been wrecked near 
San Jnan harbor. The letter says that the 
[lows of a vessel had been seen floating 
about by the men-arwork' on the wreck of 
the schooner D. L. Clinch, and that 'a fore- 
mast, together with a quantity of rigging, 
had come ashore. The account also stated 
that the wrecks of two other vessels were 
reported by Indians, as ashore near Capo 
Flattery; and the supposition was that all 
hanits had been lost. The reception of this 
letler, of course, evcited , (■onsiiierablo 
amniii; tlii! niereaiitile leirtien of ihecoiii- 
niunity; anit a rc(pu'st was made to His 
Fxcelleney (lovenior Douglas that one of 
the giin-bcats inigiit be sent down lo ascer- 
tain tlio truth or falsity of tne report. The 
Governor, however, dec lined to do so, until 
further particulars has been received. 

About two o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
tho schooner Meg Merrities arrived in the 
hatbor from Barclay S„iiiul ; and the cap- 
tain s'aled he hud heunl nothing of the 
wrecks, as he Inul p:i.ssed the localities 
during the nii^lit. Souri after, an Indian 
canoe fiorn Cape Flalk.Ty was hailed, and 
one of the occiiiianls, in rejdy lo iiupiiries, 
said tliat a veiy lari,'i5 vcssi;! h;id been lost, 
near .\ellinet Sound, two or thri.'e days a-n ;

The Charges of Larceny and Arson 
Against James Herbert, 

The charges of larceny and arson at;ainst 
James Herbert, were exaniined yesterilay 
morning at the Police Court, before Jlr. 
Pennberlon. Herbert is accused of having 
stolen ajcoat from John G.' Zaft, a lodger at 
the China restaurant, and also . of having 
Hied the building at the corner of. Wodding- 
(on alley and Johnson street at an early 
hour on Monday morning. The accused 
■was formerly a resident of San Francisco, 
where he was foreman of Crescent Engine 
I Company, No." 10. Since 1858, however, ho 
lias been a miner on Fraser lliver ; but 
eems to have riu't with imliflureiit suc- 
cess. The liist witness called was 

John C. Zn/H, a ship-carpenter, who testi- 
fied that on Monday morning, between one 
and two o'clock, he was asleep in the China 
restaurant, AVacldinglon alley ; was awakci:<jd 
by the noise of a man coming up the stairs ; 
the man came into his room and struck two 
ma'ches : he stood near witness' table at the 
time and lie thouj,'lil he was goinp to bed, 
but he soon went out again ; soon Hfter heard 
an alarm of fire, and on getting up found 
that his coat was gone ; had loft it on his 
table when he went to bed that night ; Her- 
bert used to sloej) in the same room; wit- 
ness identified a coat prcdiiceil in court as 
belonging to him : and said it was worth 
about si.v dollars ; the ne.M morning he mad 
ooinpliiini at the police office of the loss of 
his coat. 

Policeman Welch deposed to arresting 
Herbert and finding the coat m a cabin near 
Johnson street. 

Special Officer Phillips — Saw Herbert 
standing on the corner of Waddinglon alley 
and Johnson street, between one and two 
o'clock on Monday morning last 5 . went 
around the block and returned to the same 
corner in from five to seven minutes; snu'll- 
ed timoke, and on goint: into llie yard of the 
buihiing at the corner of Waddiuizion alley 
and Johnson street, saw the building was 
on fire; there was fire in two places— one on 
the stairway and one at the top of the stairs ; 
the lire 'in the side of the stairs came from 
the lining; the one on the top was caused 
by chips in gunny sacks on liie ; I put it out 
at otice; a few minutes after the lire 1 again 
met Herbert near the China restaurant ; 
when I first saw liim slandiuy on tlic(Mrnt!r, 
he had no coat on; but the second time lie 
had a dark sack on ; ho said to Mr. McUee, 
" You feliers is lightning on the wing;" we 
then had suspicion that he had started the 
fire, and Irackeil him to John Kennaday's 
cabin, back of Johnson street; the coiU [hd- 
duced in court looks like the oeio priscniu 
liad on.' 

/oAn X'ennar/ay, sworn — .Am a minei-; on 
Sunday morning was drinking wiili Her- 
bert ; he was siiniewhat the wors'.> for li |iior, 
anil I told tiim to go to bod : he h-l'l ine, as I 
tliouiili*, 10 'J.0 to !)i'd in i!p; China leslaii- 
rant; lull sorni^ rinu! aitt'r 1 met him again, 
and we had sunintliing to eat at llingo's sa- 
loon, and llicn ilerbeit and I went home to- 
gether; in the mnrninii I was awakened by 
a polii'.ernan, who hud a coat on his aim. and 
he n-iked ine how it eaine in niy caliiii ; I 
tflJd him 1 did not know; and, at his rcque.-t, 
went along with him. 

Policeman Bevis and special officer 
McGee were examined and testified to about 
the same faelii as Phillip.".

I3nt I iniai^ine the best 
course to be pursued, would be to appoint a 
Committee of FrivilegJ to inquire into the 
matter. I do not approve of the article in 
question ; but would remind the hon. mem- 
bers that lie and others had been .'subject to 
t'li! s.iiue spccios id' attack tVoin the Roi/al 
Gazelle and that nr notice hail been taken 
of them hy the Ilousu. It also struck him 
as singular that the alfnlr should be brought 
up only after two elections had bi'oii ;.eld 
and eiC'lit days had transpired since the pub- 
licatiiiuof the letter— it Cfrtainly seemed to 
Iiiiii that if it were tube inquired into iIih 
inquiry should have comiiienceij before. 
Ik' might bo wron!;, but the modus operandi 
dill not appear to him altogether straight- 
forward. 

.Mr. Crease. This is the first opportunity 
I have had of drawing the attention of the 
llou.e to tho letter.
